LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  AUGUST  1936 

License  no.  39  was  issued  August  28,  1936,  to  the  Purity  Serum  Co.,  rear  of 
1100  Bluff  Road,  Sioux  City,  Iowa  (mailing  address;  Stockyards  Station,  Sioux 
City,  Iowa),  for  blackleg  aggressin  (cultural). 

License  no.  117-A  was  issued  August  11,  1936,  to  the  O.  M.  Franklin  Blackleg 
Serum  Co.,  Second  and  Monroe  Streets  North,  Amarillo,  Tex.,  for  bovine-abor- 
tion vaccine.

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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  528. — In  re  One  Hundred  Forty-ninth  Street  Live  Poultry  Market,  Inc., 
New  York,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  February  24,  1936, 
directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show 
cause  why  its  application  for  license  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be 
denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  March  3.  From  the  evidence  adduced  at  the 
hearing,  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  act  and  is  financially  able  to  fulfill  the  obligations  that  it  would  incur  as  a 
licensee;  therefore,  on  September  23  the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license  for 
buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry  would  be  issued  to  it. 

Docket  no.  531. — In  re  S  &  K  Live  Poultry  Co.,  Inc.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  February  24,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing 
be  held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application 
for  license  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory 
to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.

— In  re  Prospect  Poultry  Co.,  Inc.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  10,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to 
allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for  license 
made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on 
July  23.  From  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the 
applicant  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  is  financially  able 
to  fulfill  the  obligations  that  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  September 
23  the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license  for  buying,  selling,  and  handling 
poultry  would  be  issued  to  it. 

Docket  no.  565. — In  re  John  C.  Krichbaum,  Jr.,  Chicago,  111.  By  order  dated 
August  4,  1936,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  suspended  the  registration  of  the 
respondent  for  6  months  from  August  12,  with  leave,  however,  to  apply  for  a 
revocation  of  such  suspension  upon  the  filing  of  a  reasonable  bond  or  the  fur- 
nishing of  other  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obliga- 
tions incurred  as  a  dealer.  The  respondent  on  September  5  furnished  a  satisfac- 
tory bond  and  applied  for  a  revocation  of  the  above-mentioned  suspension; 
therefore,  on  September  26  the  suspension  was  revoked. 

Docket  no.  567. — In  re  G.  B.  Van  Norman,  Milwaukee,  Wis.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  15,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respond- 
ent had  engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  and  deceptive 
practice  and  device  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  A 
hearing  was  held  on  July  23.  From  the  record  made  at  the  hearing,  the  allega- 
tions were  not  sustained;  therefore,  the  proceedings  were  dismissed  on  September  9. 

Docket  no.  571. — In  re  The  Union  Stock  Yards  Co.  of  Omaha,  Ltd.,  Omaha, 
Nebr.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  August  8,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry 
alleging  that  respondent  had  failed  to  furnish  upon  reasonable  request,  without 
discrimination,  stockyard  services  to  J.  O.  Alsworth,  doing  business  as  the  Great 
Western  Commission  Co.,  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Omaha,  Nebr.  On  August 
19,  J.  O.  Alsworth  wrote  a  letter  requesting  that  the  proceedings  be  dropped; 
therefore,  on  September  3  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  no.  576. — In  re  Dan  B.  Hannon,  Grand  Island,  Nebr.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  September  9,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  failed, 
neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable 
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trustees  or  to  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the 
performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and'dealer.  As  the 
respondent  has  now  furnished  a  satisfactory  bond  the  case  was  dismissed  on 
September  29. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Weston  Livestock  Sales  Co.,  located  at  Deanville,  W.  Va,,  was  posted  on 
August  25,  1936,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockvards 
Act.  The  Columbia  Livestock  Market,  Inc.,  located  at  Columbia,  Tenn.*  was 
posted  on  August  31;  the  Owen,  Caldwell  &  Morris  Commission  Co.,  located  at 
Lake  Charles,  La.,  on  September  1;  and  the  Winter  Livestock  Commission  Co., 
located  at  Dodge  City,  Kans.,  on  September  4.

The  name  of  the  product  manufactured  by  the  Dr.  L.  D.  LeGear  Medicine 
Co.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  has  been  changed  from  Dr.  LeGear's  Cresol  Disinfectant  to 
Dr.  LeGear's  Cresylic  Disinfectant.
